Lynch syndrome is an inherited cancer syndrome that is linked to a 
genetic predisposition for developing certain types of cancer. 


By Any Other Name 

Lynch syndrome is named after Henry T. Lynch, a doctor who began 
studying the disorder in the 1960s. It also may be referred to as: 

e Hereditary nonpolyposis colorectal cancer (HNPCC) 

e Cancer family syndrome 

e Familial nonpolyposis colon cancer 

e Hereditary nonpolyposis colorectal neoplasms
